WHERE MILITIA IS WEAK. 


Controversialists and others who have been 


.following attentively the discussions in Congress 
of the feature of the Hay army bill providing for 
the so-called federalization of the militia will 
find food for serious thought in the formal opin- 
ion submitted to Congress by General Enoch H. 
Crowder, judge-advocate general of the army, a 
well-known authority on military and constitu- 
tional law. General Crowder regards as uncon- 
stitutional those provisions which would em- 
power the President to call the militia into serv- 
ice for the purpose of training, to command the 
militia when not called into service for a consti- 
tutionally enumerated purpose and the power to 
establish, courts-martial for the trial of officers 
and men of the National Guard when not in serv- 
ice. Says General Crowder in part: 


I am led lo tho conclusion (hat so much of the bill

the purpose of the bill to make "further nnd more 
effectual provision Tor flic national defense." first, 
because certain material provisions contemplate no 
more than a Federal jurisdiction based upon a con- 
sent that may be withdrawn at any time; second, 
because constitutional limitations on the, power of 
Congress to provide for calling the militia into the 


\ service of the United States and upon the power of 


Congress to legislate In respect of .the militia not In 
the service of the United States would, in my opin- 
ion, rentier void certain basic portions of the pro- 
posed legislation and thus emasculate tlie same; and 
third, because the provisions -nfliich contemplate the 
use of the organized militia men for Federal militia 
purposes would not If enacted represent such an un- 
equivocal exercise of the undoubted right of the Con- 
press to provide for drafting; or compelling the ntan- 


• hood of the country to enter the Federal military 


service as to justify reliance upon them. 
Senator Borah voiced the other day objections 


to the militial feature of the Hay bill that are not 
so well-founded as those of the Judge-Advocate 
General. He drew from the argument originally 
advanced by Mr. Huidekoper, and popularized by 
General Leonard Wood, that the militia has been 
a failure when called into active service and cited 
the Revolutionary and 1912 wars to prove his 
point. In so far as Senator Borah's statement 
reflects the idea that the militia soldier is not 
fundamentally as brave as the man in any other 
service, it deserves to be corrected. The militia- 
men possesses the same material for making an 
efficient soldier as any other. 


Failures of the past must be wholly ascribed 


to lack of control and disciplinary powers by the 
national government, the unmilitary system in 
which the militia wallows under state control, 
and the position to dispute and ignore the com- 
mands of Federal officers which the militia offi- 
cer occupies. 


These faults are incompatible to even average 


military efficiency. To them is now added the 
tendency, characterized by not a little brazen- 
ness, of militia officers to maintain a lobby in 
Congress and oppose every proposal for increas- 
ing our defensive forces that does not embody in | sjon of Congress 
toto the militiamen's views. Such an attitude1 


gives provocation for the charge of lack of pa- 
triotism. 


KEEP SHAKESPEARE HUMAN. 


The tercentenary of Shakespeare has called 


forth a plethora of appreciations of the great 
poet, most of them efforts to raise the man 
above the conception of the ordinary human 
mind, displaying a tendency to perfect his 
apotheosis. In an essay by William Hazlitt, how- 
ever, the bard is shown to us in all his humaness 
again. We quote a few lines: 


He was the least of an efyotlst that It was possible 


to be. He was notiilnK in himself: but he was all 
(hat others xvero, or that they could become. He not 
only had in himself the semis of every faculty and 
feclinKS, but he could follow them by anticipation, 
Intnttivcly, into ali their conceivable ramifications, 
through every change of fortune, or conflict of pas- 
sion, or turn of thouRfht. Ho "had H mind reflecting 
ages past," and present—all the people that ever lived 
are there. 


There was no respect of persons with him. ,IIls 


KC.nlus shone pQtially on the evil and on the good, 
on the wise and on the. foolish, tile monarch and the 
beggar: 
"All comers of the earth, kings, queens 


and states, maids, matrons, nay, the. secrets of the 
prave." are 3mrdly hid frmn hls^ searching glance. 
He was like the genius of humanity, changing places 
with all of us at pleasure and playing with our pur- 
poses, as with his own. 
Ho turned the globe round 


for his amusement, and surveyed the generations of 
men, and ttie individuals as they passed, with their 
different concerns, passions, follies, vices, virtues, ac- 
tions and motives-—aa trell those that.they knew, ns 


. those .which tihey did not know or. acknowledge to 


tliems elves. 
It'strikes us that this Is, the conception Shake- 


speare would prefer, us to'entertain of him were 
he living today. It portrays the quality of the 
man that has made him more admired today 
than he was three centuries ago. It shows him 
as a companionable man. 


An address signed by 'five hundred Americans 


has been sent from Boston to the "people of the 
allied nations," saying that the signers are ex- 
pressing the conviction of the overwhelming ma- 
jority of Americans in extending sympathy for 
the allied cause.in the war.. We'pass over the 
fact that the :five hundred are assuming heavy 
responsibilities in attempting to speak for the 
American people, and are violating the spirit of 
the President's neutrality proclamation, to com- 
pare their letter to the act of those three ambi- 
tious Chinese revolutionaries who signed their 
proclamation of independence, "we the people of 
China." Both communications will, we venture 
to predict, find a place among the literary curi- 
osities of the future, but the three revolutionar- 
ies have the better .chance to gain enduring 
fame. 


The Keating child labor bill has been reported 


to the Senate in a slightly altered form to that in 
which it'passed the House. In its early form it 
prohibited interstate commerce in goods pro- 
duced in whole or in part by the labor of children 
of from 14 to 16 years of age: The Senate com- 
mittee amendment prohibits the shipment from 
one State to another of goods manufactured in 
an establishment employing children under the 
legal age. It makes the producer, manufacturer 
or dealer liable to prosecution if he ships in inter- 
state commerce goods from a plant where chil- 
dren were employed thirty days prior to such 
shipment The House bill made this period sixty 
days. The bill was reported out of committee by 
a vote of only six to five, but it is predicted by 
those in favor of It that it will pass. However, the 
Southern Senators are generally opposed to it 
and they have a large voice in the present ses-

Unless the Hay bill can by some manner un- 


known to us overcome all of these objections it 
will fail utterly to give us a dependable military 
force. And by giving us an unreliable force it 
will have done worse than to make no provision 
at all for increasing the military strength of the 
nation.

dition, according to reports received by 
the United States Geological Survey The 
Industry is comparatively recent, the first 
production having been reported in 1S95 
from Florida, though fuller's earth was 
discovered a few years Earlier In Arkan- 
sas. The production In 1915 was 47,901 
tons, valued at $489,219. -which Tvas an 
increase of 0920 tons and $85,573 over 
1514. On tho other hand the Imports of 
fuller's earth, which ^vere 19.441 tons, val- 
ued at ?16S,«3 In 1915, decreased 6536 
tona and $42,590 compared Tvith-1914 
The 
marketed production In 1915 was there- 
fore more than twine as great as the Im- 
ports, and tho value of the domestic 
earth marketed .-\vaa more 
than three 
times that of the imported earth. 
The 
average price per ton of American earth 
tvag 52.37 greater than that of the im- 
ported. 
Fuller's earth

Is of Interest as Bho\ving a £mall __„— 
nlnar In the domestic potaah induitry. it 
becomfts of little Importance if the total 
needs of the country ara considered, for 
It represents a quantity consumed In less 
than a woek under normal conditions. 
The imports of r*ftno<l potaah salts In 
1915 were 76,141 long tons, or slightly 
more than 16 per cent of those In 1913, 
tha latest normal year of importation. 
Importa of tho potaah fertiltxers, kainiie. 
manure salts and double manure salts, 
amounted to 20.427 long tons, or about 3 
por cent of those In 1913, 
Taking-all 
the potash salts togrethor, tho Imports 
!n 1915 were about one-tenth of those 
under normal conditions. 


PROGRESS IN CALIFORNIA. 


In the Survey report on the subject, 
W. C. Phalen states that potash was re- 
covered within tho United States as a by- 
product from tlie manufacture of Port- 
land cement at Riverside.
